Benes Resigns 
as President of 
Czech Nation 


Prague, June 7 —(/P)— President 
Benes resigned today. 


Premier Kiement Gottwald's of- 


fice announced the resignation was 
accepted 
at 
a 
special 
cabinet 
meeting. 


Bcnes was elected to a seven- 
year term in 1946. 


He resigned once before—in 1938 


after 
the 
Munich 
conference 


brought the German invastion—but 
reassured the presidency in Lon- 
don, July 21, '1940. He first became 
president in December, 1935, after 
Thomas G. Masaryk resigned 
be- 
cause of age and 
illness. 
Benes 


had been Masaryk's foreign minis- 
ter 17 years and helped him found 
the Czechoslovak republic. 
Three months ago Masaryk's son 
Jan. Bcnes' foreign minister, was 
found dead—a suicide, the Commu- 
nist government said. 
That fol- 


lowed the Communist coup in Feb- 
ruary 
which 
sharply 
reduced 


Benes' powers. He resigned rather 
than accept the "peoples 
democ- 


racy constitution" which the Com- 
munist put forward. He disagreed 
with its provisions and disapproved 
of the single ticket parliamentary 
elections which the Communist re- 
gime held eight days ago. 


The first announcement of 
the 


resignation said 
only that a com- 


munique would be 
issued 
later. 
There was no promise that 
the 


contents of Benes' letter of resig- 
nation would be made public.

Washington visitors from 
several 


states requested a short audience 
with Senator J. William Fulbright, 
a member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, to learn his feelings oil 
the proposed Mundt Bill. 


The Committee was in the middle 


of hearings on the Bill, and the 
group felt it was incumbent on the 
Senator to receive, at least briefly, 
not only Americans from Arkan- 
sas, but any interested Americans. 


Two secretaries and an adminis- 


trative assistant in the Senator's 
oifice 
felt 
differently. 
Although 


Miss Webb, Mrs. Young and Mr. 
Yingling at first promised solemnly 
that the Senator would see the 
group, they then retreated behind 
a locked office door, which stayed 
locked all afternonon. If one of 
Senator's Arkansas constituents had 
happened by, he or she would have 
had trouble getting to see even the 
representatives of their represen- 
tative. 


The Senator himself proved elu- 


sive in a rather undignified man- 
ner. At the Senate, a page sent in 
with the request for an audience 
reported back 
that the 
Senator 


had left the Capitol. But just then 
he was observed from the Senate 
Gallery seated at his desk, and a 
second page was sent in. "The 
pressure of business," 
the 
page 


quoted Fulbright as saying, "will 
not allow me to leave the floor." 
(At this time, there were six Sen- 
ators on the floor. Two were read- 
ing newspapers.) 


The group sent in a letter. The 


Senator returned it unopened. La- 
ter, the letter was passed through 
the door of the Senator's 
office, 


which was opened two inches 
to 
receive it. 


Such 
chUdish conduct on 
the 


part of an elected representotivc 
of the American people is not in 
the best traditions of our democ- 
racy. Apparently the Senator, pie- 
judging 
a 
controversial 
issue, 


cared neither to explain his posi- 
tion or hear it commented on. We 
hope Senator Fulbright has not 
fallen victim to a hysteria 
that 


leaves him timid before the op.'n- 
ions and criticisms of his fellow 
Americans.
